In the old days, w ith comb and shears, 
it took a nuin eight hours toclip a horse, 
, and he had to be an expert to do it iu 
that time. With the intnxluetion of 
I the hand clipper, such as is used for 
I .lipping men's hair, into this u.<e, the 
lime rcipiirctl for clipping u horse was 
reduced lo half a day. l.jiler these clip- 
pers came to be operated with hand 
power, by use of a crank, and then the 
lime re<piired for clipping s horse was 
still further reduced. 

Ill one of these hand-jHiwer rlippers 
Ihe clipper is attached to the end of a 
Ib xililc shaft, w hich is made up of short 
lengths of steel wire linked together 
like a chain. To keep this flexible shaft 
from kinking and twisting when It is 
turned it is incased and carried in a 
flexible tubing. The shaft is made to 
turn by attaching one end of it to the 
axle of a wheel which is turnml by 
means rf a bi It from it to another 
wheel, which is turned liy a crank. 
Thcsi- wheels are supiiorted. the larger 
' one. to which the crank is attached, on 
II standard resting on the floor; the 
nuallcr one, fo wliich the llexilile shaft 
is attai-hed. at the enil of an arm sup- 
ported by the stand.ird. Turning the 
w h<-el turns the flexible shaft within 
its flexible tubing. The sh.ift is at- 
tached to the elipjier with an eccentric. 
When the shaft turns the eccentric 
works the clip|ier jiisf ns an ordinary 
I clipper with tmndles would he worked 
by hand, only many times faster. The 
operator simply holds the clipper and 
puides it oxer the surface to be clipped. 
Nowadays this sort of clipper is oper- 
ated also by machine jKiwer, a pas en- 
gine beinp used for this purpose, and 
' with jKjwer rlippers horses are clipped 
in Ic.^s time still. 

In a horse-clipping establishment 
where machine power is used the gas 
engine is belted to a shafting made fast 
to the ceiling from which the power is 
transmitted by belts to two pulleys, one 
on either sicie of the room, attached to 
the ceiling by hangers in the usual man- 
ner. Hanging from each of these ]uil- 
levs is a long, flexible shaft within its 
flexible casing, with a clipper 'it the 
end. These flexible shafts, the tubes 
that inclose them being an inch or two 
in diameter, and about as flexible as 
rope or hose of like si/e would be. are 
eai h perhaps eight to ten feet or more 
in length; long enough to enable the 
operator to go all over one siile of the 
horse with the clipper hanging on that 
side without shifting the animal's po- 
sifion. The operator throws the clip- 
per, on whichever side he starts, into 
pear .it its pulley and begins work w ith 
it. When he has finished one sitip of a 
horse he shuts off the jwwer from the 
clipper used on that side and goes 
around on the other siile. throws that 
clipper Into gear, and with that clipper 
begins on that side of the horse. 

How long it takes to clip a horse now 
dciiends very much on the horse. The 
majority of horses take kindly to clip- 
ping, but somi- <lo not. If a horse 
doesn't like to be clipped it may take 
hours to clip him, but ordinarily in 
these days, with jKiwer clippers and the 
horse willing, the clipping is don>- in 40 
minutes to an hour. .X horse has been 
clipped in 24 minutes, but probably 
about an hmir would be the timeusuai- 
y required. In the old days it er.st $L'!l 
o f.ln to get a horse clipped; it is done 
nowadays for two dollars and fifty 
cents to three dollars.— \. Y. Run.

ground in ecstacies of merriment. The 
Malays, when in eompany,in a canoe, 
chant a plaintive, monotonous song; at 
other times they are silent. The Malar 
Is cautions of giving offense to anyone, 
and aeeonlingly will hesitate to quarrel 
about money mattefs, nd rather aban- 
don a Just debt due to him than run 
the risk of a feud jrith hia equals. In 
his ordinary life he is aa impassive as 
the typical Scot, and as fond of the 
nil admirari line of conduct as the 
American Indian, tliougli, unlike him, 
the Malay doea not dissemlrie his feel- 
ings or play a part. He liaa really lit- 
tle, if any, appreciation of humor, and 
does not understand a practical Jeat. 
To all breaches of etiquette he Is very 
scuaitiTe. aad equally Jealous of anv 
interferenee with his own or anyone 
else's liberty. To such an extent does 
he carry this idea timt a Malay servant 
will hesitate to wakeu another, even 
hia own master, though told to do so. 
The highest classes are exceedingly 
polite, possessing all the repose and 
quiet dignity of the best-bied Euro- 
peana. There ia, however, auother side 
to the ^meter of the MaUy. He is 
reckless, cruel, aad careless of human 
life; poaa e sa es but a poor intellect, and 
has neither taste (or knowledge nor 
any indigenous aiTiUaitloB.

Some of the designs show evi- 
dence of a high degree of .irlistic merit 
as well. The li bels can he used but 
once, but they may be ptirchascd very 
cheaply, and come all gummed and 
ready to attach.

How to lloll t'Intlira. 

The purpose of Ixiiliiig clothes \wio 
ex|>aiid the fabrics by steam and thus 
to loosen the dirt aD<l allow it to drop 
out; there is no good but actual harm 
ilerived from "cooking" the clothes; 
they ilo not re«jiiire "cooking," but 
cleansing, and when they nre cleansed 
that is suflicient. Hence, within half 
nn hour after the water lirst begins to 
bubble they should be iinniediately re- 
moved and pitingeil into < iear, cold 
water. While the clothes are Wiling 
they may be turned with a clothes- 
stick, lint must not be punched or lifted 
in such a manner as to tear them. The 
common custom in many households of 
putting the second boilerful of clothes 
into the boiling dirtied water from 
which the first boilerful has been taken 
is wholly opposed to good laundry 
work. When the cook wishes to keep 
the juice in the meat that is to be cooked 
by boiling she plunges It into boiling 
water. When she wishes to ext ract 1 he 
Juices and have them in the water for 
soup, etc., she puts the meat on in cold 
water. If you wish to get the dirt otit 
of the clothes instead of driving it into 
the fiber, put the clothes on in cold 
water, and do not allow them to re- 
main in the boiling water soiled by 
them till titey are dyed yeilMw.— iJeatlo-

The honest w ife or tla lighter w ho con- 
ducts the household in an economical 
and systematii- way earns money that 
Is rarelx credited to her. Probably the 
only way to make this appear evident 
in some households is to run the house- 
hold on the best plan possible, and 
charge the costs up jus* as if no special 
stress to save had bi^-n made. Then 
every time anything is actually saved 
through foresight and labor let the 
;noney represented by the economy be 
put aside. .\t the end of a year this 
sum will amount to quite a little, and it 
can be spread out then on the family 
ledger to represent the profits of econ- 
omy. Kvery green vegetable for the 
table raised by the housewife in the 
kitchen garden or the eggs collected 
from the hens should go into this econ- 
omy fund after the cost of seeds and 
feed for the chickens has hceri deduct- 
ed.

On this aeoount the Piute Indians are 
afraid o( the sun, and look Upon it as 
a moat wonderful power, and it is to 
the moon that they tell their many 
confidences, because she ia tender, gen- 
tle aad beautiful, just as a mother 
should he. Venus, the evening star, 
they look upon as the bravest of all of 
the moon's children, and that is be- 
cause every evening she is the first to 
coune out from her hiding place as the 
sua staks in tbe west. 

As for the comets, tbe Piutes believe 
them to be stars whieh the sun has 
caught, but while he was eating them 
they in aome way got away, and the 
long tail of light which follows tbe 
comet ia the star's biood floating from 
its body as it files away in awful ogony 
fromitsmoBster father, the sun.

In fact, two plans came to naught. 

The interesting point really of hbi- 
toric interest Is to fMlow.

]>rivate memorandum gives a statement 
that will surprise many as it did ns. 
The common idea is that President Lin- 
coln was murdered by John Wilkes 
Sooth because he was the head of the 
northern states and waa ngeponsible 
for the war upon the south. 9la other 
words, that Booth, in being in latense 
sympathy with the south and l>eing 
somewlwt daft, had aasaaaiaated the 
president on account of his course in 
the war. After the plans failed. Dr. 
Foote says Booth hurried to Washing- 
ton, and on his knees Implored Pres- 
ident Lincoln and Secretory Reward 
to pardon or. at least, respite BealL 
Lincoln promised tb respite, but that 
night ordered his exeeution. Or. Foote 
says: 

"This order was executed, and Beall 
was hanged within 30 yards of my win- 
dow and inside Fort Columbus, and 
not at .Inhnson's island, as lias been 
frequently reported. " 

"Booth, for what he termed the per- 
fidy of President Lincoln toward him- 
aelf and friend Beall, at once swore 
to avenge his friend's death by killing 
both Lincoln and Seward. He did not 
intend to shoot Lincoln in tbe theater, 
but the contemplated opportunity ilid 
not offer itself elsewhere. 

"But for the fact that Booth's s]iur 
caught in the curtain that fatal night, 
he would have escaped a least for a 
time. The war had nothing to do with 
the assassination of the president; it 
was due simpli' and solely to revenge, 
intensiticd by Booth's love and adiniia- 
tion for hi^ f -icnd.
